wishes. The people of this country 
have demonstrated in .the past few 
months that they .can listen to the 
exhortations of .foreign propagand- 
ists without 'being carried away .by 
the sophistry. They have

that they can be kind to a strang- 
er, who comes uipon a mission which 
might easily provoke 
discourtesy. 


They have shown that they can ex- 
tend to the publicists of other na- 
tions courtesies which would not be 
extended to publicists of the United 
States who might go to Europe on 
similar missions. 


One ratiher sensitive editor is much 


perturbed over the present visit of 
Lord Robert Cecil _who 'has

In an effort to arouse antag- 
onism to Lord Robert he quotes an 
expression from Grover Cleveland in 
which that former 'leader of the 
Democratic jparty asserted:

fended a people's safety and great- 
ness."

that this nation sacrifices its self- 
respect and honor because it listens 
to European 
propagandists who

There has been no sacrifice of 


self-respect or honor. In fact, by 
listening politely and by maintain- 
ing a degree of courtesy which, per-
